A communication was received from the 
City Clerk enclosing a resolution which 
was introduced in the City Council and 
referred to the Board, reading as follows: 


By Ald. Busch— 
Resolved by the City Council of the City 
of Lansing: 


On September 8th, 1925, the City Coun- 
cil passed a resolution referring to Act No. 
238, Public Acts of 1925, State of Michi- 
gan, whereby in cities of over twenty-five 
thousand inhabitants, the officers and men 
of the Police Department shall each be en- 
titled to a leave of absence of one day of 
twenty-four, off duty in every seven and a 
furlough of not less than fourteen days 
once in each year. 


It has been called to my attention that 
since 1932 this has not been lived up to in 
our Police Department, therefore, 


Be It Resolved, that the Chief of the 
Police Department be notified that from’ 
now on this Act shall be adhered to the 
meaning and that one day of twenty-four 
hours off duty in every seven and a fur- 
lough of not less than fourteen days once 
in each year shall be given to every man 
in the Police Department; provided, how- 


ever, that this shall not prohibit the Chief 
of the Police Department from suspending 
such leave of absence or furlough as a 
matter of discipline for insubordination of 
any officer or man employed by the said 
Police Department.
